BOD Refuses To Put Proposal To Lower GPA 


Requirements for Candidates On March Ballot 


“Even the Board of Directors 
admits I’m qualified, but I’m 
hung up on atechnicality,’’ stated 
Doug Carter, a graduate student 
and candidate for student body 
president, 

Carter’s technicality is his 
grade point average of 2.4 when 
Sacramento State’s constitution 
requires a 2.5 gpa, Considering 
his gpa of 3,0 in his government 
major, Carter feels he is quali- 
fied for the office and is seek- 
ing to pass an amendment lower- 
ing the requirements for graduate 
students, saying that anyone who 
has enough interest to run for 
president should not be kept from 
it, 

Carter presented his resolu- , 
tion and a petition with over 400 
Signatures to the BOD Tuesday 
evening and he said they refused 
to put it on the ballot for the 
March 8 election for proposed 
amendments and told him that 


they can’t put it on now because 
they would be helping one stu- 
dent in particular, 

**They’re deciding who the 
student body can vote on for 
Student body president,’? Carter 
stated, He said that the amend- 
ment is not just for him, and 
should have been done years ago, 

Carter is now deploring the 
BOD'’s refusal to answer to stu- 
dent demands, citing as anexam- 
ple that executive hall council of 
Draper and full hall council of 
Foley Hall unanimously approved 
the amendment, His petition had 
over 400 students signatures, 
while only 349 students cared 
enough to vote in the previous 
admendment elections, 


The petition read in part, 
‘We deplore manipulation as fear 
of any ballot which might elimi- 
nate any candidate not in appre- 
ciation of present student govern- 
ment’s performance; for we be- 


required that they have attended 
and completed at least one full 
semester at SSC with a total 
grade point average of 2,0 or bet- 
ter, When applying, they must 
submit a petition signed by one 
percent of the Business Adminis- 
tration majors, 

As Business Administration 
representative, a student is res- 
ponsible for representing his div- 
ision on the Board of Directors, 
He will consult students in his 
division to obtain their opinions 
on important issues and trans- 
mit their ideas and suggestions 
to the BOD, 

Requirements which must be 
met by applicants for Board of 
Finance representative are the 
same as those for Business Ad- 
ministration representative ex- 
cept that a major in business 
administration is not required 
and no petition need be turned 
in, The Board of Finance rep- 
resentative must formulate the 
new budget which will be pre- 
sented to the BOD in June, He 
also advises the board in finan- 
cial and fiscal matters, 

There are six positions open 
on the new College Union Com- 
mittee. Applicants must have 
an overall grade point average 
of 2,0 and have been enrolled 
at SSC at least one semester 
prior to this one, After the elec- 
tion the three candidates having 
the highest number of votes will 
serve a two year term ending 
with the spring semester of 1969, 
The three students receiving the 
next lower number of votes will 
hold office for a one year term 
to end in the spring of 1968, 
Following this sequence, three 
new representatives wiil be 
elected each year, with all com- 
mittee members serving two year 
terms, 

Members of the College Union 
Committee will work in conjunc- 


lieve that continual efforts should 
be made to strengthen and up- 
grade our campus government, 
which is presently failing to 
secure 90 percent of the student 
voters,”’ 

Carter commented, ‘‘Even the 
BOD had agreed that anyone qual- 
ified to be a fully accredited grad 
student is certainly capable of 
being student body president, Will 
they be able to keep this off the 
ballot’ Instead of ignoring stu- 
dent wishes the AS should try 
to improve student interest by 
opening as many legitimate ave- 
nues if participation is possible, 
This they haven’t done but we 
believe we have an opportunity 
to upgrade our student govern- 
ment and we are going to take 
advantage of it, After all, we 
can do no worse,”’ 

“This has put me in the posi- 
tion of me versus the Board of 
Directors, which | didn’t want,’’ 
Carter said,

AS BOD Members 
Comment On Refusal 
To Accept Proposal

“IT am sure that the amend- 
ment would have passed except 
that opponents brought into the 
picture issues which were entire - 
ly collateral to the grade point 
average issue itself and for this 
reason, many BOD members felt 
that they had to vote it down,”’ 
said Richard Kimbatl, Social Sci - 
ence representative on the AS 
Board of Directors, 

Kimball was referring to an 
amendment which was discussed 
and finally rejected by the BOD 
at last Tuesday’s meeting. The 
amendment stated that all stu- 
dents not on academic proba- 
tion would be allowed to run for 
AS offices, thus eliminating the 
former set GPA requirement, 
If the amendment had passed, 
it would have been included on 
the ballot during the March 8 
election, 

Kimball explained that prior 
to «he meeting, he and other 
AS officers had received letters 
threatening various political dif- 
ficulties which would be ‘‘ar- 
ranged’’ if the amendment did 
not pass, Besides this, those 
opposing the amendment made 


arguments and stressed issues 
which were subordinate to the 
main issue, Kimball said, The 


main issue, he explained is the 
necessity of allowing more stu- 
dents to run for AS offices in 
order to increase student parti- 
cipation and interest. He felt 
that the number of things con- 
fusing the issue caused some of 
the members who would have 
otherwise voted favorably for 
the bill, reject it instead, 
According to Lee Ritchey, AS 
vice president, most of the com-

not feel that her attempts to 
represent this “constituency” 
had been successful. 

The debate continued at some 
length, and at one point Miss 
Sharpe, on the verge of tears, 
protested “I don't think the 
majority of students give a 
damn about who represents 
them.” 

Another amendment to the 
already twice-ameiuded origi- 
nal reapportionment proposal 
was suggested by Ron Culver, 
math and_ science represent- 
ative. He suggested that a vot- 
er registration be held within 
the first 30 days of the semes. 
ter, at which time education 
students would have to indicate 
which representative 
tended to vote for 

While this would eliminate 
the “floating constituency’ 
problem, the general concensus 
of the BOD was that a regis- 
tration would dampen student 
interest in voting 

BOD Chairman Lee Ritchey 
commented that registration 
would be setting up a barrier 
to the entire student body in 
order to help one element of 
the studentry 

The proposals of Culver and 
Miss Sharpe were finally voted 
down. Following a 3-3 vote of 
the BOD, Ritchey cast the tie 
breaking against the 
amendment. An amendment, 
proposed by Kimball was 
passed, guaranteeing represen- 
tation to diversified majors

tionment of the BOD, as in- 
troduced by Richard Kimbali 
and amended by Lois Lippert,

apportionment of the College 
into schools, will create a BOD 
of 15 members 


These will be one student 
elected at large to serve as 
BOD chairman, the dean of 
students or his representative, 
one faculty member, and 12 
students elected to represent 
majoring in the various aca- 
demic schools and autonomous 
divisions, and an undeclared 
majors’ representative. There 


will be no men’s or women’s 
representatives. 

Student representatives will 
be apportioned according to 
the population of the various 
majors, which will be deter- 
mined annually within 30 days 
following the beginning of in- 
struction for the spring semes- 
ter. 

No school or autonomous di- 
vision having more than two 
and one-half per cent of the 
students of the College major- 
ing in it shall be joined in 
whole or in part with any 
other school or division 
for purposes of representation, 
according to the approved 
scheme 

Any school or autonomous 
division in which fewer than 
two and one-half per cent of 
the students of the College are 
majoring shall be regarded as 
part of the undeclared majors 
area and shall be represented

ac cordingly 

Subdivisions for purposes of 
representation within schools 
will be aceording to groupings 
of academic departments 
Grouping will be based on 
equality of population and si- 
milarities of academic interests 
(For an explanation of the 
specific applications of this re- 


apportionment, see separate 
story.) 
Under Kimball's original 


proposal, schools would not 
have been divided up into de- 
partrnents for purposes of rep- 
rentation. In other words, all 
representatives within each 
school would have been elect- 
ed at large 

Miss Lippert's amendment 
altered the proposal to the 
form under it was 
adopted. ie. groupings within 
schools 

The other proposed bill caus- 
ing much discussion was that 
introduced last week by unde- 
clared majors’ representative 
John Sutter, to eliminate spe- 
cific reference to grade point 
average from the requirements 
for all elective and appointive 
offices of the ASSSC.

The bill, which was voted 
down 3-2-1, would have sub- 
stituted a general statement 


that student officers must not 
be on academic probation 
During discussion of this 
measure, Doug Carter, grad- 
uate student, served as spokes- 
man for an accompanying 
group of residence hall stu- 
dents who favored putting the 
amendment on the ballot of 


next week’s special election.

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Practical Effects of Reapportionment 
Discussed by BOD Representative Kimball 


Practical effects of the re- 
appointment of the Board of 
Directors, as approved this 
week, were recently discussed 
by Richard Kimball, social sci- 
ence representative. 

Kimball, who drew up the 
original reappointment plan, 
explained that under the new 
system going into effect next 
fall, the school of business ad- 
ministration, engineering, and 
social work and the division of 
health and physical education 
will each have one represent- 
ative, while undeclared majors 
would have two representa- 
tives 

In addition to 


Be 


Joel Sigusmend, president of 
Draper Hall, admitted he was 
“yersonally very dissatisfied” 
with the BOD and maintained 
that the BOD had clearly “‘not 
represented the students.” 

Tim Ahern, a sophomore 
resident of Draper Hall, echoed 
Sigusmend’s — sentiments. He 
said he could not understand 


these, there 








why the vote went as it did 
when the issue was at least 
something in which students 


seemed to be interested. 
The group was informed that 


they could still place the 
amendment before the stu- 
dentry by instituting an initia- 
tive petition with 1100 sig- 
natures. 


The BOD also voted to con- 
tinue the practice begun last 
year of charging only 25 per 
cent of the normal student ac- 
tivity fee for SSC siudents en- 
rolled in the international 
studies programs, since these 
students are not on campus to 
take full advantage of student 
body fee benefits. 


will be six representatives 
from the school of Arts and 
Science. This school will be di- 
vided into portions for the pur- 
poses of making the represent- 
ation more specific, according 
to Kimball. 


Kimball suggests divisions 
along the followirg lines: 

Position 1-—-departments of 
art, music, and speech 

Position 2—departments of 
English, foreign language, 
journalism, and philosophy. 

Position 3-—departments of 
economics, government, and 
history 

Position 4—departments of 
anthropology, geography, psy- 
cology, and sociology. 

Position 5-—-departments of 
chemistry, life science and 
physics. 

Position 6—departments of 
home economics, mathematics, 
and park management 

This breakdown, says Kim- 


ball, assumes that social sci- 
ence majors would vote in 
their respective areas of con- 
centration. 

He added that if this division 
of the school of Arts and Sci- 
ences were to be made, there 
would be an approximate 
equality of numbers of people 
represented by each represent- 
ative; moreover, interest group- 
ings would, as much as possi- 
ble, be preserved 

Such a sub-division of the 
school of Arts and Sciences 
could properly be accomplished 
by a statute, Kimball conclud- 
ed, if and when the reappor- 
tionment is approved by the 


studentry in the special elec- 
tion next week 
The current student repre- 


sentation on the BOD includes 
one student for each academic 
division, BOD chairman elect- 
ed at large, undeclared maj- 
ors’ representative, and men’s 
and women’ representative

The universality of man was presented in a most convincing 
manner Monday evening when ABC showedits superb documentary 
on the average family in Russia, The average man in Russia is 


called Ivan Ivanovitch which translates as ‘‘John Q. Public’’ in 
America, 

The cameras spent five weeks filming the lives of the Vladimir 
Maltsev family. The Maltsevs are, I would guess, somewhat 
better off than the average family, but both husband and wife work 
in a farm implement factory in Rostov-on-the-Don, and average 
about $240 a month insalaries. Boththe father and mother seemed 
to be reasonably content with their lives and had the same 


aspirations for their son and daughter that the average American 
family has for any of their children, The children go to a school 
that is surprisingly like the American schoois, where all the 
children learn English from a fairly fluent English teacher. 

What is most noteworthy about the program is that for once, 
all the polemics about political ideology totally were eliminated 
and wisely, too. The people in this moderately sized city in 
Russia seem to want the same basic things as the American 
family, and the people have as much fun when their work is done, 
Motorcyle racing and sports activities are just some of the past- 
time activities that were highlighted during the program, The 
difference, of course, is that the Russian people work much harder 
than their American counterpart and also play harder, Competition 
is the primary concern of the Russian, Ivan Ivanovitch competes 
both at his job and at his play, 

One of the most illuminating scenes was the youn girl’s 
birthday party, The Russian kids had an equal amoung of fun 
eating cake, drinking cherry soda, dancing, and listening to 
records that American teenagers seem to have, The Russian 
girls were very pretty in their party dresses, not as dowdy as 
propagandists would have us believe previously, 

Such is the life of Ivan Ivanovitch in Russia, He speaks a 
different languate, would probably discuss politics in terms of 
Marxian dialectic, but in essence is the same human being, A 
good thing, after all.

ments made by the students at 
large were that the BOD hadn’t 
given the issue full considera- 
tion, Ritchey emphasized his be- 
lief that the board had, in fact, 
given the problem as much or 
more thought than any other is- 
sue this semester, including the 
budget. The vice president stated 
that some members had been 
considering possible solutions 
for as long as two years and 
that during the last month the 
BOD and the statutes commit- 
tee had been working very hard 
formulating the final plan, 

At present, there is a siudent 
movement to use the initiative 
method for getting the amend- 
ment on the ballot. If 10 per cent 
of the student body signs peti- 
tions requesting a student vote 
on the issue, a special election 
must be held for it within 30 
days, 

“I am glad that they are 
going to try an initiative,’’ said 
Ritchey. He expressed the opin- 
ion that too many personality con- 
flicts had entered into the BOD 
dispute and that a general elec- 
tion would be the best thing. 

Kit Oase, AS president said, 
“I think the BOD did give the 
issue prime consideration and the 
door isn’t closed yet, The amend- 
ment can still be discussed andif 
not, a petition can still get it on 
the ballot,’’
